Liberty Bell To Ring Again 


Mississippi Baptist Co 
Nov. 11-13 At Jackson! 


Mississippi’ 's replica of the Lib- 
erty Bell, used as a symbol of 
freedom across the nation since it 
was dedicated in ceremonies on 
the capitol steps last May, will 
ring out for the Mississippi Bap- 
tist Convention Nov. 11-13. 

The bell left the Mississippi 
capitol steps mounted on the back 
of a ‘truck provided by Ford 
Motor Company, on its way to the 
Southern Baptist Convention in 
June in Miami Beach, Fla. Its 
route took it to Philadelphia, 
Washington, Richmond, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, and on into Florida. . 

For the Mississippi Convention 
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it has only to go across the’ street 
to First Baptist Church, Jackson. 
It will be the 140th session of the 
convention. 

The theme of this year’s Mis- 
sissippi Baptist Convention is 
“Give Me a Vision, Lord,” ac- 
cording to Dr. John Lee Taylor, 
chairman of the Committee on 
Order of Business. The theme will 
tie ‘in with Baptists’ emphasis 
for the next 10 years that has 
been: termed ‘“‘A Decade of Ad- 
vance,”’ Dr. Taylor said.

Charismatic Churches

DALLAS (BP) — The nation’s 
largest association of Southern 
Baptist churches has ousted two 
of its member churches because 
they have charismatic ministries. 

More than 1,000 elected mes- 
sengers to the annual meeting of 
the Dallas Baptist Association 
listened to about an hour of often 
hostile debate before voting to ex- 
clude Beverly Hills Baptist 
Church, Dallas, and Shady Grove 
Baptist Church, Grand Prairie. - 

Although ho record exists to doc- 
ument how many associations in 


the 12.5-million-member Southern 
Baptist Convention have taken ac- 
tion against charismatics, the 
Cincinnati Baptist Association vot- 
ed in early October to refuse to 
seat messengers of two charis- 
matic churches, : 

In the Cincipjiati Association, 
the vote to ‘‘disfellowship” Saylor 
Park and Oak Hills Baptist 
Churches was based on a feeling 
that their doctrinal teachings and 
practice were “erroneous and dis- 
rupted fellowship,’ according to 
outgoing moderator, Leonard 
Quick of Milford, Ohio.

The meeting marked the first 
time the association has identi- 
fied the two churches publicly. 
Last year, the association passed 
a strongly-worded resolution ask- 
ing unnamed “churches with 
charismatic ministries to straight- 
en up or “voluntarily withdraw.” 

At the 1975 meeting, Colton 
named the churclies and said they 
“‘have openly practiced the pres- 
ent day phenomena of glossolalia 
and public faith healing services

tivities, back to back. Social prob- 
lems included a married couple se-

per; a Peeping Tom; six other kill- 
ings; and more than a half-dozen 
woundings.”’ All of this in one eve- 
‘ing of TV. 

e story reveals situations so 
sordid that we hesitate to repeat 
them here. It discusses the rape, 
prostitution, abortion, premarital 
sex, extra-marital relationships, 
blackmail, murder, drugs, gambl- 
ing, drinking and drunkenness, etc., 
etc., all of them on TV and also in 
the movies, books, magazines, and 
music of our day. 

The article says that TV “has 
moved ahead of home, church and 
school as the principal influence on 
morality.” 

Perhaps some of us may be prone

this is happening, but have we 
rs) our eyes to-see what/is hap- 
pening im Jackson and in’ Missis- 
sippi?

AMERICANS MORE GLOBAL-MIND- 
ED—A panel of political pollsters, ap- 
pearing before the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, testified that Ameri- 
cans are increasingly aware of U.S. re- 
sponsibilities in world affairs — and this, 
despite preoccupation with domestic in- 
flation and unemployment. The U. S. 
public sees our nation’s involvement in 
global economic affairs in terms of the 
real interdependence of nations, not just 
of opposition to Communism—a ‘‘new in- 
ternationalism.’”’ Congressman Gilman 
of New York quotes a Harris poll reveal- 
ing that the U.S. public sees the elimi- 
nation of world hunger as a top priority. 
Despite skepticism about the benefits of 
economic aid in the past, 52% favor giv- 
ing aid if it could be assured that the 
aid ended up helping the truly needy— 
people of the poor countries.

One of the pub- 
lishers says of it, ‘In all my publishing 
experience of over 50 years I have nev- 
er handled such an amazing story.” 
Some thirty-five years ago, Fynn was 
walking on a foggy night in London when 
he found the bruised and terrified four- 
year-old Anna in the gutter. She would 
not tell from whence she came, so he 
took her home 
“Mum.” Three years later, at the age of 
seven, Anna died of a tragic fall. This 
pook is the story of the unusual friend- 
ship between Fynn and Anna. A mag- 
ical, brilliant, enthusiastic chjld, Anna 
at five knew the meaning of love and 
was a personal helper of ‘‘Mister God.” 
At six, she was a theologian, mathema- 
tician, philosopher, poet, and gardener.

And we may wisely remind ourselves 
to be sure that we want what we are 

ing in praying, ‘‘Thy kingdom come, 
thy will be done’; for if HIS rule in our 
hearts should gome, there would prob- 
ably be immenge, alterations in our whole 
concept and conduct’ of our individual 
lives, . . . And when we sing the prayer,

27 Young People In Montana Kidnap Pastor And Hold Him For Ransom

Missoula, Montana 
It was a drastic move for the 27 
young persons of Trinity Baptist 
Church, Missoula, Montana, to 
“kidnap” their pastor last Sunday 
and hold him for “ransom.” But 

they are glad they did it. 

Pastor Bill Phillips was taken 
from his home by the young mem- 
bers of his congregation Sunday 
at approximately 7 a.m., blind- 
folded, and held in the group’s 


hideout. 

The kidnappers sent notes to 
Paul Borg, head of the music 
committee, and Bryce Wiscarson, 
chairman of: the church building 
committee, saying that the pastor 
had been kidnapped and was be- 
ing held for $77.77 ransom—‘‘the 
figure seven’ usually associated 
with being God’s number.”’ 

They directed that the money 
be placed in a brown paper bag 
and dropped off by 2:30 p.m. that 
day in an old barn on the church 


property. 

The ransom note was read to 
the congregation during the Sun- 
day worship services which had 
been taken over by the young kid- 
nappers. They served as leaders 
of the service, ushers and choir 
members. 

The leader of the group, Joe 
Stark, director of youth and evan- 
gelism at the church and organ- 
izer of the “‘kidnapping,’’ said the 
kidnappers collected $343 in ran- 
son, $265.23 more than they de-

were identified by their parents 
and friends, no one is being prose- 
cuted because it was all for a

“We did it (kidnapping the 
pastor) to get the people excited 
about raising money to build the 
new church building,” Stark said.

Sharing His Concern 


Matthew 9:35-10:42

Jesus was different. He came 
to live with people and to love 
them. He met people where they 
were and one by 


was the secret of 
the ministry of 
Jesus? Jesus had 
the capacity. for 
deep feelings for 
persons. He wept 
with them at 

wins their funerals 
and rejoiced with them at their 
weddings. When Jesus identified 
with persons in need, it was a 
prelude to mighty acts on their 
behalf. 


Jesus turned the words of s- 
tian truth into the deeds of Chris- 
tian love. We are not truly Chris- 
tian until our Christian belief is- 
sues in Christian action. The 
priest would have said that reli- 
gion consists of sacrifice; the 
Scribe would have said that reli- 
gion consists of law; but Jesus 
said that religion con of love. 

When Jesus saw the people’s 
needs, He was ‘‘moved with. com- 
passion.’’ The Bible used..the 
word compassion to describe the 
action and love of Jesus. This is 
the strongest word for compassion 
in the Greek language. It de- 
scribes the pity and the compas- 
sion which moves a man to the 
deepest depths of his being. He 
was moved to compassion by 
human ‘pain from suffering. He 
was moved to compassion by the 
world’s sorrow. The sight or 
thought of hunger called for pow- 
er to help someone suffering from 
lack of food. He was moved with 
compassion by loneliness like the 
leper in isolation. He was also 
moved by the world’s bewilder- 
ment in their life style. Man was 
searching for God but in the 
wrong way and places, The reli- 
gious leaders were offering men a 
religion which was a burden in- 
stead of a support. The burden 
was so heavy. Jesus felt concern 


- not to discourage but to encour- 


age. 
Early in Jesus’ ministry he be- 
gan to share his ministry with 
others. Because of the needs 
everywhere. He called his dis- 
ciples not only to follow him but 
also to join him in his work. His 


voice could reach so few. He 
wanted all men, women, youth 
and children to hear the. gospel. 
The: harvest will never be reaped 
unless there are reapers to reap 
it. Therefore, Jesus Christ needs 
men. 

Although shepherds and 
harvesters were needed, the real 
need was more qualitative. Mere- 
ly to have more religious leaders 
was not enough. The need was for 
people whose concern was not so 
much for keeping tradition and 
the like, but for people. . 

Jesus called twelve men to be 
his disciples or his staff. The y 
would be trained to carry on his 
work when he had gone back to 
heaven. He chose very ordinary 
men who were capable of,;becam; 
ing, under his influence and? pow- 
er; special apostles, §' °°?! "’’ 

But they primarily would share 
his concern for people. The di- 
versity of the twelve was a mag- 
nificent tribute of Jesus to meet 
needs of all men and to bind them 
together in creative fellowship. 
Their common desire to meet oth- 
ers needs held them together. 

Jesus gave to the twelve author- 
ity, (power), The authority of 
Jesus, seen in word and work, is 
now shown to be extended to the 
twelve, through whom Jesus con- 
tinued to enlarge his work. The 
work of the twelve was to be the 
same as that. of their Master— 
healing, preaching and teaching 
with concern. 


JESUS COMMISSIONED MEN 


What a_ responsibility! The 
twelve as well as all the harvest- 
ers were to know the cost of dis- 
cipleship and the unfailing re- 
sources available for the faithful 
disciples. 

The first: missionary program 
was to the Jews. This was for two 
very important reasons. (1) The 
Jews had a special place in the 
redemption plan of God. It was 
important that the Jews hear the 
good news first. (2) The restrict- 
ive commission may have been 
because of the limitations of the 
disciples themselves. It was a 
learning experience for future 
missions. The Jews were better 
able to understand God’s act in 
Jesus better than any other. 

The activities. of the mission 


work was to be the same kind of 


work that they had seen Jésus do. 
The miracles would be eschato- 
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logical signs that the kingdom of 
heaven was breaking in upon the 
world. The travel was to be based 
upon. faith. They were not to be 
conscious of their needs but the 
needs of others. This was to teach 
them to trust in God. 

Remember this was missionary 
work not. serving established 
churches. These disciples were to 
become integrated into the lives 
of the community. A paid ministry 
allows.‘the ministers to be better 
prepared and to give themselves 
more fully to the work. 

JESUC COMMANDS MEN 

‘Because I am a Christian I 
am in the mission business,’’ said 
associational missionary Marvin 
Lee. He want on to say, ‘‘When 


I said yes to Jesus I then was 


filled with the Spirit to do his 
work. I have no choice.”’ 

The command of Jesus was 
to go and share his concern with 
men everywhere. Teaching, 
preaching, and healing in the 
name of Christ are practical ways 
Christians can communicate God’s 
desire to meet all of men’s needs 
through his Son. It is one thing 
to see the needs of people and 
another thing to do something 
about them. Only when we see the 
needs through the eyes of Jesus 
will our commitment become com- 
passion and our ‘compassion re- 
sult in action. 
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Care For Lepers In 
Bangkok, Thailand 


\In’ Bangkok between the Bap- 
tist Book Store where I work and 
a large.department store there 
are dozens of beggars. . People 
rush by in a never -ending stream, 
busy. and. intent on their own 
affairs. Most of the beggars are 
lepers, their feet and hands 
-all or partly gone, ulcerated fes+ 
tering sores aggravated by the 
grime and filth of the street, their 
begging cups holding hardly the 
price. of enough food to sustain 
their diseased bodies, unloved, 
unwanted, without hope. . \ 

In stark contrast to this is the 
leper care unit of our Thailand 
Baptist Hospital near the cit y. 
Leper patients may come and live 
in a special dormitory that is 
clean and comfortable with good 
food provided while they receive 
the very best in medical care, 
repeated surgery by expert mis- 
sionary doctors to restore mutilat- 
ed fingers rebuilting enaugh ‘of a 
hand that some. work may. be 
performed. As they. recover they 
are taught the shoémaking trade 
so they can earn a living. Watch- 
ing the missionaries at work ten- 
derly_washing the filth from 
diseased ulcerated feet we hear. 
their testimony to the leper. pat - 
ient — “‘Because Jesus loves 
you.’’ Here there is hope and 
there is love. , 

- The funds to make all of this 
possible come from the Coopera- 
tive Program — the budget for 
the hospital,.the extras, the doc- 
tors’ salaries, This is only one 
‘small part of the Co-operative 
“Program at work in Thai- 
land — there are hundreds of oth- 
ers — but such a gratifying one 
as we see so many of the leper 
patients won the Lord during 
their months at the hospital, once 
despised, now healed, strong 
Christians able to return home 
to useful work. Thank God that 
Southern Baptists care.
